The weather man was kind to 
Northfield last Monday and, atfer 
trying us out for a week with 
storms, icy gales and below zero 
weather, he sent us sunshine for 
Town Meeting. It was a refresh- 
ing tonic and put every one in 
the best of spirits. The sunshine 
radiated from the Moderator, Mr. 
S E. Walker down to and through 
the assembly of citizens, 388 of 
whom cast their ballots as quali- 
fied voters for town officers for 


1984. Reports of Committees were | 


accepted. The articles in the War- 
rant were taken up in order and 
appropriations were e, with a 
few exceptions, in accord with the 
recommendations of the Finance 
Committee.

Article 29 Approved By 


Unanimous Vote 


Young And Old

The citizens at the town meet- 
ing grasped an opportunity that 
means a step forward for 
Northfield when they voted unan- 
imously to grant the use of such 


land as may be necessary to pro- 
vide a public playground in the 
rear of the High School and Alex- 


ander buildinga provided the work 
eu ee hed under the 


If there was any doubt or in- 
difference on the part of anyone 
as to the wisdom and value of 
| this project it was dispelled a the 
clear-cut address of Mr. cas 
Barr, who spoke out of a long 
experience in recreational and 
athletic work. For 15 years Mr. 
Barr was a member of the Boston 
Y. M .C. Union Gymnasium and 
was often a competitor there 
and elsewhere in field athlétics. 
He called attention to the long 
recognized need of a recreational 
center in Northfield, and now that 
there is a possibility of having one 
through the C. W. A. we should 
do everything possible to provide 
a suitable site. There is ample 
ground in the rear of the High 
School and it can be leveled and 
re-surfaced at a small cost from 
Federal appropriations. Plans 
have been drawn that will pro- 
vide a baseball. field, lawn tennis 
and basketball courts and a run- 


ning track. To have such a place, 


for our young people is not only | 


to provide a means for athletics 
and games but also to get the 
boys and girls off the street where 
in their games and foot races 
they are in continual danger. Mr. 
Barr quoted Mr. Herbert C. Par- 
sons an outstanding authority on 
Child Welfare, who says: “‘play- 
grounds and recreational centers 
give to our youth the best lessons 
can. be devised for the re- 
spect of law and order. The ath- 
letic field promotes friendship, 
self control and character. It cre- 
ates an. active mind within a 
healthy body iand » fortifies the 
youth for the-aiéze’terious aspects 
of life.” National Commissioner of 
Welfare, Newton D, Baker has 
said, “Any community which does 
not at this time guard the inter- 
ests of its boys and girls in com- 
mitting a mistakevfor which it is 
bound to pay later. It is not a 
question of whethef or not as cit- 
izens we can afford a playground 
for our young people, but can we 
afford to. get along without one.” 
As to the maintenance of an 
athletic field after it is secured 
there ought not to be much doubt. 
The young peoplé themselves can 
and undoubtedly will gladly turn 
their efforts toward this end and 
if as in days past they succeeded 
every year to raise money for a 
trip to Washington they can do 
equally as much or more for that 
which is of far greater benefit to 
them. And not only so but it will 
inspire eappert from. all who can 
see with their eyes what it is do- 
ing for this commanitp.

At the call of the President of 
the United States, all Boy Scouts 
of the country are requested to 
mobilize at 12 o’clock noon, Sat- 
urday, Feb. 10. President Roose- 
velt, over a National Radio Hook- 
up, will speak to all Scouts and 
Scouters on a special Community 
project which he wishes them to 
undertake. Nobody will know the 
nature of this project until he 


speaks. 
This ia a mobilization of the 
strength of the Boy Scouts of 


America and will bring together 
in every community Pioughout 
the country at mobilization points 
all Boy Scouts. This is part of the 
Anniversary Week Program and 
to show what could be done by 
Scouts in case of National emer- 
gency for community service. 

At each mobilization point, in 
city or town, a radio should be in- 
stalled so that they may hear the 
direct message of the President. 
We find that most radio concerns 
are willing to co-operate by plac- 
ing a radio in the meeting place 
for this occasion. 

Roll Call;—aAll over the United 
States, directly after the President 
speaks, reports will be sent to 
New York from the various Coun- 
cils as to the number of Scouts 
mobilized. By evening, President 
Roosevelt will know just how 
many Scouts can be mobilized.

Dickinson Library 


Historic Events By 
Celebrated Artists 


Presented By C. E. Fairman 
Of Washington, D. C. 


Mr. Charies E. Fairman, Art 
Curator of the National Capitol, 
has recently given to Dickinson 
Memorial Librury a set of eleven: 
pictures, reproductions of the 
moat famous historical paintings 
in the Capitol at Washington. Mr. 
Fairman himself has composed 
for each picture a catalog descrip- 
tion of the subject, the artist, the 
history and location of each of 
these pictures. The reproductions 
he has sent were carefully made 
under his supervision in the work 
rooms of the Library of Congress 
in order that they may be suitably 
displayed and preserved. To help 
those who will undoubtedly visit 
Dickinson Library to see them, we 
list them here as follows :— 

1. The Baptism of Pocahontas, 
by John Chapman. 

2. “The Embarkation of the 
Pilgrims,’ by Robert Weir. This 
group contains seventeen portraits 
including Pastor Robinson, Elder 
Brewster, Governor Bradford, 
Miles Standish and his lovely 
wife, Rose. The painter of this 
picture was for forty years con- 
nected with the art department of 
the United States Military Acad- 
emy at West Point. 

3. “The Landing of Columbus,” 
by John Vanderlyn, who studied 
under Gilbert Stuart, the leader 
of the American School of Por- 
trait Painting. 

4. “Signing the Declaration of 
Independence,” by John Trum- 
bull. In the Capitol Rotunda. 

6. “The Surrender of 
goyne,” by John Trumbull. 

6. “The Surrender of Cornwal- 
lis,” by John Trumbull. 

7. “Discovery of the Misaissi 
pi,” by William Henry Powell. 
was on exhibition at the National 
Academy of Design in New York 
in 1858 and was delivered to the 
government in 1855. 

8. “Washington Resigning his 
Commission," by John Trumbull. 

9. “The Battle of Lake Erie,” 
by William Powell. Hangs in the 
east staircase of the Senate wing 
of the Capitol and is the largest 
framed picture in the building. It 
took Powell eight years to paint 
it and he received for it $25,000. 
The central figure in this picture 
is Commander Pe who uttered 
the famous words “We have met 
the enemy and they are ours.” 

10. “Signing of Lincoln's 
Emancipation Proclamation,” by 
Frank Carpenter. This picture was 
purchased by Mrs. Mary Thomp- 
son for $25,000 and presented to 
the Government. It gz above 
the landing of the eastern stair- 
case of the Senate wing. 

11. “Westward the Course of 
Empire Takes Its Way,” a stir- 
ring, symbolic painting of the epic 
of emigration, by Emanuel 
Leutze. This painting is a mural 
80 feet long and 20 feet high, and 
js on the west wall of the grand 
staircase of the House wing of 
the Capitol, The background 
shows the magnificent scenery of 
Pikes Peak. 

For a short time these pictures 
may be seen in the Reading room 
of Dickinson Library and_ the 
Trustees cordially invite all to 
come and enjoy them.

THE TOWN REPORT 


The Annual Report of the of- 
ficers and Committees of the 
Town of Northfield for the year 
1988, is the full title of a book 
which hag been received and pre 
sumably read by our citizens with 
the usual annual awakening of 
interest in town affairs. Along 


with the title we find the seal of 
the town which gives the date of 
incorporation as 1728. That waa 
210 years ago. But’we must go 
back a half century farther to get 
the date of the first settlement in 
1672. 

As we turn the pages of the Re- 
port we find a number of items 
which invite careful reading. The 
school census of Oct. 1, 1933, re- 

218 boys and 176 girls, 3 
majority of 42 boys in a total of 
894. Boys were in the majority in 
the 6th, 6th, 7th and 8th grades. 
Then they began to drop out, and 
only eight boys are in the Senior 
class of the High Schools with 22 
girls: It is only in the High School 
and the Farms School that girls 
are in the majority. We notice 
in the Vital Statistics that during 
1938, 21 girls were born and only 
11 boys. ' 

Twenty one marriages are re- 

ported, only three couples how- 
ever were both from Northfield, 
but eighteen in all were North- 
field people. Five of the marriages 
were performed out of town. 
* Among the twenty two deaths 
during. 1933, three men and three 
‘women werd past 80, the oldest 
being 86 years, 7 months and 7 
days. Three persons were between 
70 and 80, ten between 60 and 
70. One was 48, one 29 and one 
child 5 days. ; 

On page 31 we read that 60 
horses were assessed.

By consent 
of the Stute Game Warden it wa; 
allowed to become the property of 
the Library and the Trustees sc- 


cured Mr. Luman R. Nelson of 
Winchester, N. H. to mount it. 
Mr. Nelson is a. taxidermist of 


rare skill and has been interested 
in his art for pructically a life 
time. In the Museum at Mount 
Hermon the L. R. Nelson collec. 
tion of birds is one of the best. 
Here are hundred of birds large 
and small beautifully mounted, 
many of them in their natural sur- 
roundings and all of them testify- 
ing to his excellent handiwork. 
Dickinson Library is fortunate in 
having had such an expert prepare 
and mount the Bald Eagle. With 
it he presented to the Library, the 
glass case In which it is perched. 
It is a handsome bird. Before 
mounting it weighed eleven 
pounds, and had a wg spread of 
seven and a half feet. It is a fine 
specimen of the Bald Eagles 
which have become very rare in 
thie apace of New England. The 
breeding places are usually in for- 
ested lands near the sea or 
bodies of water. The nests are 
built of sticks near the top of tall 
trees, and are used year after 
year. There is evidence that a few 
ears ago there was a Bald 
agle’s newt on Mt. Tom. Wheth- 
er the eagle taken ay Mr. Holton 
had a nest in this vicinity is not 
known. It seems to have lived a 
solitary life and for a number of 
ears it was frequently seen near 


ere. 

The Bald Eagle is the Bird of 
America and to look upon one is 
to feel the stirrings of patriotism. 
It is ponsible to tame a Bald Eagie 
if taken young. “Old Abe’’ ia the 
outstanding one—tame to a de- 
gree, but subject to fits of rebel- 
lion and anger. Bald Eagles are 
with but few exceptions harmless. 
Their favorite food is fish, dead 
or alive. Usually they prefer to 
let other birds catch the fish for 
them und many an oerrey has had 
its work in vain and its meal tak- 
en from him by a Bald Eagle. 
Usually slow it is capable of great 
speed. A noble bird to look upon 
yet, it has many of the tastes and 
traits of a scavenger. But we for- 
ee these in the presence of so 
ne a specimen as we now have 
in Dickinson Library. Mr. Nelson 
has done a fine piece of work, and 
his skil land generosity are deep- 
ly appreciated.

Peaceful Years, 1726-1744

Whether By Bullet or Ballot 


Whether war is raging or all is 
peaceful, life in a frontier village 
goes struggling on.

‘Not only was Mr, Doolittle’s sur- 


gical practice scored but many of 
his other pursuits, including at 
last even. his dogtrines, came un- 
der the glare of criticism. Now 
ordinarily such seemingly petty 
troubles would not come within 
the scope of our story but since 
at this time the minister was sup- 
posed to be the most important 
and esteemed man of the com- 
munity, the affair must be men- 
tioned. When, in early New. Eng- 
land, an orthodox minister was at- 
tacked’ a8 a-nou-fundamentalist it 
was not a soon-to-be-forgotten oc- 
casion. And in the little village of 


‘Northfield it was for several years 


a tovic of all consuming intcrest 
and speculation. Fortunately for 
the preacher only a_ minority of 
the inhabitants were aligned 
against him. This group voiced the 
essential elements of their whis- 


pering campaign in an open let- 


ter to the pastor and finally laid 
the matter before the Hampshire 
Association of orthodox ministers. 
No definite action was ever taken 
but the situation continued  dis- 
agreeable for five yearg or so un- 
til then the town had much more 
important worries to which to de- 
vote its attention. There the af- 
fair was dropped. Mr. Doolittle 
still retained -his pastorate nor is 
there any record to show that his 
lucrative practice of medicine in 
the least suffered. 


The Ever Shifting Lands 


Probably the most important 
matters historically that trans- 
pired during the interval of peace 
(1726-1744) were those pertain- 
ing to the distribution of land. 
For the firet time in 1727 a Prov- 
ince tax was assessed on the Town 
of Northfield. Upon the money 
thus derived from taxation the 
General Court issued Bills of 
‘Credit to the various towns of the 
Commonwealth pro rata to. the 
territory assessed. 

Up to this time there was a 
large amount of land within the 
confines of the township which 
was called “common.iand.” As it 
was now deemed expedient to dis- 
tribute this among the people, a 
meeting was called to determine 
the most equitable division.

This distribution of choice lots 
disposed of only @ part of the ex- 
isting common lands. So, from 
time to time, subsequent divisions 
were made until only a small 
amount of “sequestered land” re- 
mained in common possession. The 
po called “sequestered land” was 
that- previously set aside for the 
ministry and school.
